Heavy rains have fallen throughout South Russia during the past week. The crops 
have greatly improved, and there are prospects of a good harvest. 

At Willett’s Point, Long Island, about £20,000 of Government military stores were 
burnt on Saturday night, May 10th. The fire is believed to be the work of an incendiary. 
_ New Yorx, May 12th.—Tornadoes have swept over Northern Missouri, killing 
several persons and injuring others. Great damage was also done to farm property. 
Venago County, Pennsylvania, has been visited by a cyclone, which caused great 
destruction, houses and barns being demolished. Two persons were killed and many 
In an extraordinary storm which broke over Paris on Friday afternoon, May 9th, the 
‘ Biffel Tower was struck no less than six times by lightning. About twenty-five minutes 
past six a dense volume of clouds struck the lightning conductor. A came zigzag 
out of the clouds and ran straight down the conductor, visible all the way, leaving a thin 


golden streak. At the same time a thunderclap was heard as loud as a gun, which was 
repea ing the exhibition announced at six o' clock in the evening.

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By an explosion on Tuesday, April 13th, in a military ammunition factory in Piedmont, 
fourteen men were killed and a number terribly injured. 
The works of the Singer Sewing Machine Manufacturing Company at Elizabethport, 


on Newark Bay, were almost destroyed by fire, May 7th. The money loss will probably 


amount to more than $2,000,000, and no fewer than 3,000 persons have been thrown out of 
employment. The works consisted principally of a vast quadrangular building, having a 
frontage to the wharves of about an eighth of a mile, and the building at the point at 


which the fire originated was four stories high. The company had its own fire brigade, 


which, however, was powerless against the vast conflagration. 


Mr. George Francis Train, the American lecturer, who left Tacoma, Washington 
Territory, on March 18th, under engagement with the Tacoma Ledger to travel round 
the world in 60 days, left Queenstown, May llth, at 1 p.m., on the Cunard’ steamer 
Etruria, for New York, at which port the vessel is due to arrive on Saturday, May 17th, 
when Mr. Train will have been 59 days doing the journey to that point. He has traveled 
from Tacoma, via Yokohama, Kobe, Nagasaki, Hong Kong, Singapore, Colembo, Aden, 
Port Said, Brindisi, Calais, London, and Queenstown. From New York he will take a 


special train to Tacoma, The shortest time heretofore occupied in traveling round the 


world from America is 72 days 9 hours. 


In THE Unttep Srates.—There are, the 
about 16,000 flour mills in the United States. The total wheat crop of 1889 was 
490,560,000 bushels. Suppose the average capacity of these mills was but 25 barrels per 
day, and that they used an average of 44 bushels of wheat to the barrel; that would use 
up 1,800,000 bushels of wheat per day, and the total crop of 1889 would be ground out in 
272 days—about nine months. In this calculation, wheat exported, used for seed, or lost 
by shrinkage, fire, or otherwise, is not taken into consideration. Granting the fact that 
the average capacity of a mill is nearer 50 barrels per day than 25, and deducting exports, 
seed, and losses, a 500,000,000-bushel wheat crop could—with present milling capas 
city—be easily floured in 100 days.

Thus evidence multiplies upon evidence in favor of the divinity of the 
Book of Mormon.

We invite them to compare its teachings with the teachings of the 
Bible, and to compare its historical narrations with the light thrown upon 
the history of the early races of America by recent studies and discoveries.

of Provo City are reported. 

Messrs. Spence and Rossiter, of Salt Lake City, have completed arrange- 
ments for an excursion to Europe. The party will leave about the last of 
May. 

In Salt Lake City the work of laying a cement sidewalk on the north 
side of South Temple Street, commenced in earnest on April 23rd. A 
force of men and teams started in to tear up from the News corner to the 
Eagle Gate. 

On Wednesday, April 30th, the Salt Lake Literary and Scientific Associa- 
tion sold to Dr. Jos. 8. Richards the Deseret Museum property, situated 
nearly opposite the south gate of the Temple Block. It has a frontage of five 
rods, and extends southward beyond the centre of the block. The price paid 
was $60,000, and the association will use the money in the erection of a fine 
structure on the Council House corner. It is understood that work will 
commence immediately. |

He was born at Salt Lake City, December 16, 
1866. He was taken ill a year ago last November, and since March 23, 
1889, he has been confined to his bed. ae ee 
able to stand on his feet. 


A frightful tragedy occurred at the Territorial Insane Asylum at Provo, 
April 30th. Among the inmates there is Alma Pratt, formerly of Salt 
Lake County. He has been confined about four months, and was regarded 
as belonging to the class of insane persons denominated as harmless, 
The event of that day, however, shows that when an opportunity came, 
his madness developed into an alarmingly dangerous condition. One of 
the attendants had been using a razor, and laid it down, when Mr. Pratt 
seized it, and turning to a Chinaman who was likewise afflicted, before he 
was discovered, had the Chinaman’s head almost severed from his body. 
The neck was cut clear through, except a small piece of flesh at the back. 


The newly appointed board of directors of the Deseret Agricultural and 
Manufacturing Society, Salt Lake City, of which Henry Lawrence is Pres 
ident, are actively working up the details and preliminaries for this 
year’s (October) Territorial Fair, being determined to make it a greater 
success than any previous one. The appropriation of $25,000 made by 
the last legislature, for the completion of the Exposition building on the 

Tenth Ward square, will be made use of by erecting and completing as 
much as possible of the two wings, towers, etc., before the fair—that is, 
providing building material and labor are forthcoming—the money will 
be. An improvement on the west front of the grounds has already been 
made during this month, by the setting out of some three hundred shade 
trees, consisting of maple, ash, and poplar varieties. 


Yesterday several Logan people went to Hyrum to attend the funeral ser- 
vice over the mortal remains of our esteemed veteran, Lars Willumsen, who 
departed this life on May 12th, at the ripe age of nearly eighty-nine years. 

He was among the early settlers in Hyrum, and it was most truthfully said 
of him that during these thirty years past he has never failed to respond to 
the calls that were made upon him. He took an active part in every move 
that was made, either for the advancement of the town or the upbuilding of 
the kingdom of God.
